'T'o a Publicaion of this kind little can with pro- 
priety be prefixed : The Reader, if it have one, will 
peruſe it with the Candour of a Gentleman and a. 
Scholar ; He will confider whether it may nat be of 
ſome Uſe at preſent i in a political View by ſhewing 
the Abſurdity of modern Innovation; and determine 
whether, by endeavouring to repreſs the Rage of 
conjectural Emendation and Criticiſm, it may not 
render a ſmall Service to the Cauſe of Literature. 

It is therefore unneceſſary to deprecate the Infe- 
rence, which was at firſt apprehended from the Diſ- 
proportion of the Text and Notes, that the former 
was framed as a Vehicle for the latter; or, ſuppoſing 
it really the Caſe, to ſuggeſt the poetical Structure of 
the Rolliad and the Botanic Garden as a ſufficient - 
Authority. The Writer does not deny that in ſome 
of his Obſervations he has .been anticipated (for 
there is but the ſame plain Tale to tell) and that 
others perhaps owe their Novelty to their Infignifi- 


cance : He neither hints at his own Age nor that of 
the Poem in Juſtification of its Juvenilities and Miſ- 
takes; but without the Poſſibility of being read by 
the paſt, or the Probability of being remembered by 
the future, would feel himſelf happy in the Proſpe& 
of being reliſhed by the preſent, Generation.
